Laws were enacted, with as much Accuracy, as the confuſed Entries of the 
Council Books, could direct us to; Adjournments and Prorogations, being both 


made, till very lately, by the Governor, or Commander in Chief, and uſed by the 
Clerks, as ſynonimous Terms.

it is more than probable, they were never examined with their Originals; in 
Regard to which Confirmations and Repeals, it is further to be remarked, 


That we having noted all that could be found in the Office, or on the Minutes, 


the ſaid Editions are now, no further to be depended upon, than they agree 


with ſuch Notes; tho the Publiſhers might have had Vouchers to authenticate 
them, which may be now teſt : And this Obſervation will naturally prevent the

TO the Whole is added, à copious Index, or Abridgement, in which the
